This draught for a 
charter contained 3) sections and in its 
eardinal features it did not vary any to 
speak of from thit outlined in these 
columns three weeks ago or such a 
matter. Secretary Hill has done a great 
deal of good work on the charter since 
the business was placed in the hands of

The charter reported provides for a 
Board of Aldermen, Board of Couneil 
men, and a Mayor; for electing tie 
aldermen and council by wards; the 
school committee to be elected at large; 
the fire, highway, police and other de- 
partments to be provided for and in 


vested with such powers as are usual in 
second class cities, ete. The committee's 
plan for the division of the territory into 
wards may undergo some modification at 
the hands of the general committee and 
when it gets before the town, but ac 
cording to our idea it cannot be greatly 
improved, 

A meeting of the whole committee will 
be held this evening when the report will 
be taken up section by section, debated, 
changed perhaps, and the shape in which 
it is to be presented to the voters of the 
town finally agreed on. A Town Meet- 
ing will be held somewhere towards the 
close of this month probably to consider 
and act on the com nittee’s report. 

We have scrutinized the report quite 
closely and have failed to find any poli- 
tics of an offonsive character in it.

The first 
he detines as consisting in being enamored 
of the beauty of the sentiment which one 
experiences, and of a complacent satisfac 
tion in the expression of it. 

‘In my country,’’ he goes on, ‘people 
of a certain class, who love in this ele- 
gant fashion, are not content to speak of 
it to everybody; they always speak af it 
in French. It is an absurd and grotesque 


thing to say; but I am convinced that 
there have been, and are—in a certain 
circle—many persons, especially women, 


in whom the love they feel for friends, 
husband, and children would cease the 
moment it was forbidden to be expressed 
in French.’ Devoted love consists, on 
operation 
of the sacrifice one makes in behalf of 
the beloved object, without troubling 
one’s self in the least to ascertain whether 
the beloved object will find him or herself 
the better or worse for it. This sort of 
love is analyzed and illustrated with as- 
penetration; the truth with 
which the author points out the jealousy 
and the harassing nature of this love 
being at times almost painful, Thirdly, 
and finajly, active Jove consists in a 
vehement desire to satisfy all the needs, 
wants, caprices, reasonable and unreason- 
able, of the beloved one. 

Even the faults of the beloved are dear 
to those possessed by this love, inasmuch 
as they furnish further needs to be satis- 
fied. ‘Such persons,’’ he adds, ‘rarely 
express their love in words, and if they 
do so it is awkwardly and shyly ex- 
pressed, for they are always afraid of pot 
loving enough,’ London Society,

She was 
so wild that her family were obliged to 
have her arrested. At first I had some 
difficulty in making her understand who 
I was, but when 1 succeeded, a look of 
real gratitude came over her face. She 
was covered with blood, and her hand 
was badly cut. Staggering towards 
me, she showed it to me. I washed off 
the blood, bound up the wounds, and 
applied cold bandages to her head. 
She begged ime to stay near her, promis- 
ing to be quiet if I would do so. She 
kept her word, though she did not sleep 
for along time. She thanked me the 
next morning, and asked me to see that 
the judge gave her a long sentence so 
that she might be kept away from 
temptation as long as possible. Poor 
creature! this was her eighth or ninth 
commitment, and she was only twenty- 
four. Another fact in favor of the

A BROOKLYN BUTTON FACTORY. 


How the Various Kinds Are Made=—Moen 
and Women Employed. 

There were about twenty girls at work 
making or painting buttons. The power, 
drop and foot presses were in constant 
motion, In making metal buttons the 
sheet is first taken and put through the 
power press which turns out more shells 
in a minute than would fill a bushel 
basket. These almost shapeless bits of 
brass or whatever the material may be 
are then carried over to the drop, which 
falls on them with a heavy thud, and the 
tiny things of future use come out of {t 
with a rim formed around the shell. The 
eye maker is then put in use, and next a 
machine called the closer is called upon 
to perform its duty and the button is fin- 
ished except in color, which looks a dull 
yellow, but this is remedied and the metal 
buttons show their brightness by being 
put through a burning process in acid 
jars which resemble ice cream freezers. 
Then they are cooled off in running water 
and taken to the stamp press, which 
turns quickly, and out they come with 
the name of the maker stamped in the 
shell part. 

There are made in these establishments 
a thousand different varieties of metal 
buttons mostly for women’s wear. Some 
are handsome to look at and others are 
not, but all go through the same process 
of manufacturing. The fancy buttons 
are taken to the painters, whose nimble 
fingers are continually busy while put- 
ting on the finishing touches. In mak- 
ing cloth buttons a man has ten layers of 
material before him from out of which, 
by hand work, he punches the same 
number of what are called toughs at one 
time and the whole operation works like 
a flash of lightning, so quick is the oper- 
| ation performed. The toughs are then 
taken alongside the shells, where one of 
the work women attempted to show me 
how acloth button was made and fin- 
ished, but while listening to the explana- 
| tion of the work by the young lady, the 
button was ready to go on the card and 
be shipped for Europe or anywhere else, 

She merely placed the cloth or tough 
in the closing machine and the eye in 
| the tube, after which the two were con- 
nected and a delicate movement of the 
foot did the rest, as the shell, eye and 
tough were united and the cloth button 
was completed. Glove, shoe and all 
other kinds of buttons are manufactured 
in the same way. I was shown a cloth 
shoe button that at one time was pat- 
ented and a capital of $100,000 invested 
in its manufacture. In another factory 
my attention was called to a metal but- 
| ton that will, when thoroughly known, 
| do away with needle and thread. It is 
fastened in the article of clothing by a 
self locking machine that is as cunning 
as it is simple.—Brooklyn Eagle, 


How Gold May Grow. 

Mr. Daintree, indeed, found by experi- 
ment that if a speck of gold were placed 
in a solution of the chloride, the gold 
would gradually grow into a small grain 
on any piece of wood or cork introduced 
into the liquid. In other words, the 
metal contained in the chloride would 
come out from its combination as native 
gold, and unite with the tiny speck of 
pure metal which served it as a nucleus, 
It is not improbable that the gold in 
quartz got similarly deposited round a 
common center, so thatin the most literal 
sense it may perhaps be true (in spite of 
| Aristotle’s dogmatic statement to the con- 
trary) that money grows, though very 
slowly. 

It is a pleasant thought indeed, for the 
| poor man, to know that gold is even now 
| still growing. Mr. Brough Smyth has 
shown that it can be deposited nowadays 
| in appreciable quantities within compura- | 
tively short periods, Bits of mineralized 
timber and beams from the galleries of 
the older workings in Australian mines 
|} have been found to exhibit, under the 
| microscope, particles of gold, intermixed 
with crystals of iron pyrites, all through 
the central parts of the wood; and this 
| gold must, of course, have gathered there 
| from solution in water during the few | 
years that have elasped since the first dis- 
covery of the precious metal in Australia, 
Mr, Uhrich similarly notes that in the 
gold drifts auriferous py rites often 
found incrusting or replacing roots and 
| twigs, and samples of such gold bearing 
wood, when submitted to an assay, have 
yielded amounts of the pure metal vary- 
ing from a few pennyweights to several 
ounces per ton, Mr, H. A. Thomson 
further mentions a specimen of pyrites 
which had gathered in the center of an 
old tree trunk, and which yielded at the 
rate of as much as thirty ounces, —Corn- 
hill Magazine,

THE CREOLE PLANTER'S HOME, 


A Spactons Mansion Rultlt for Comfort. 
Reanties of an Interior. 

The creole sugar planter built his house 
for summer comfort. He made it with 
spacious chambers and wide halls, many 
windowed and with great doors, and 
then surrounded it with broad galleries 
to ward off the summer sun, Although 
these plantation mansions may not have 
any special architectural beauty, viewed 
by modern building lights, yet they 
please the eye, and are imposing by 
reason of their size and dignity. Many 
of them are built around an open court, 
insuring plenty of light and air for each 
room, About anold house of this kind 
is an atmosphere of large comfort and 
easy going content. There is no sparing 
of ground in inclosing the yard; indeed, 
its dimensions are large enough to war 
rant the name of park. Always the 
house is built far back in the yard, 
partly for privacy, partly to escape the 
tooth of the tawny lion that chafes and 
frets and gnaws the levees that would 
confine him between their banks. Every 
now and then the monster Mississippi 
makes a hideous meal of some fair garden. 

These houses are sure to be well shaded 
with luxuriant foliage. Pecans and live 
oaks, orange and lemon trees, crape myr- 
tle and oleander, and a wilderness of 
sweet smelling shrubs adorn the grounds, 
while roses and jasmines riot everywhere. 
In the rear of this wilderness of flowers 
lie the vegetable and fruit gardens, the 
poultry yard, and dove cots musical with 
the soft cooings of innumerable doves. 


When the creole builded his house in 
“the city’’—New Orleans—there was 


some difference in structure, The house 
opened on the street, and a gray stone 
arched entrance gave admission to the 
porte cochere, by which the interior was 
reached. High walls defined the limits 
of this territory, defying the scrutiny of 
possible prying neighbors, The French 
quarter abounds today in these old 
houses, the outside giving no hint of the 
beauty of the interior. The dingy desert 
of a flagged yard smiles and blossoms at 
every few steps into oases of brilliant 
flowers and shrubs. Along the length of 
the garden wall runs a raised bed of rich 
soil, and here riot and clamber a tangle 
of creeping vines that thrust myriad fin- 
gers into every crack and cranny, and 
each in rivalry of its neighbor racing 
headlong to the top to wave triumphantly 
aloft, in token of victory, long drooping 
pennons of green, 

Bubbling, sparkling fountains rise and 
fall in the sunlight, and in sheltered nooks 
one catches glimpses of great yellow 
water jars big enough to hold the famous 
Forty of the “Arabian Nights.’’ These

jars were once used to hold the drinking 


water of the family—Mississippi water 
that had been filtered, and which the 
creole preferred to rain water. 

The balconies of such a house are trans- 
formed into cool arbors by vines which 
lay their long fingers upon everything 
within reach. Schind the vines, in im- 
provised beds, grow and blithely bloom 
many bright hued flowers. Caged birds 
trill and pipe and chirp and warble, 
seeming to have lost all sense of having 
once been free wild things. The salons 
which open upon these galleries are lofty, 
spacious apartments, shut off from each 
other by means of great mahogany fold- 
ing doors. The door knobs of quaint 
design and curious tracery of surface are 
of pure silver. Much handsome wain- 
scoting of rare woods is to be seen, and 
the beautiful floors of black cypress were 
the pride of the creole housekeeper, who 
in the old days rarely used carpets, but 
preferred handsome mats and rugs of 
rich, brilliant colors. The farniture of 
these old houses was costly and hand- 
some, the most of it having been im- 
ported, as the owners held the American 
taste of that day in contempt. Some 
families yet retain their old furnishings, 


|} but poverty has forced many to sell them. 


Nowhere else in America are to be 
found the spacious canopied beds, the 


vast armoires with mirrored doors, the 


quaint spindle legged dressing tables, the | 


massive sideboards and carving tables, 
the huge dining tables, the antique cabi- 
nets, rich with carving and dark with 
age, mosaic tables and drawing room 
suites of the time of Louis Quatorze, as 
are to be seen in some creole houses in 
town and country. These memorials are 
dear to their possessors, who cling to the 
fashions of their ancestors in a wholly 
un-American way. Their homes, handed 
down from one generation to another, 
with such changes as are only absolutely 
necessary to the inmates, are their most 
sacred possessions, about which cluster 
their fondest memories and hopes. Even 


the creole who lives in a rented house 
merely 


makes the acquaintance of the 
s cart, clinging with limpet like 
tenacity toits walls, sometimes even unto 
the second generation. 

The creole housekeeper drapes her win- 
dows and doors with soft flowing curtains, 
rarely using the stiff, hideous, Holland 
shades, She believes in portieres, and by 
means of these a large room can be cun- 
ningly furnished with the most private 
little nooks imaginable. She has not yet 
been converted to the passion for bric-a- 
brac, and her walls are not tattooed with 
the multitude of meaningless decorations 
that strain the eye inthe average modern 
drawiug room,—Harper’s Bazar,

Every attempt to introduce 
plants and vines as a feature of the fe- 
male wards, save in the cottages, where 
the mildest cases are confined, has proved 
a flat failure. The women pull out the 
plants by the roots, tear down the vines 
and manifest other destructive tendencies 
entirely at variance with the nature of 
the sex in general,’’—Boston Transcript.

The Much Dreaded Grizzly Rear. ® 

Of all the known plantigrades (flat 
footed beasts) the grizzly is the most 
savage and the most dreaded, and he is 
the largest of all, saving the presence of 
his cousin the polar bear, for which, 
nevertheless, he is more than a match in 
strength and courage. Some specimens 
measure feet from tip of nose to 
root of tail. The distinctive marks of 
the species are its great size; the short 
ness of the tail as compared with the 
ears; the huge flat paws, the sole of the 
hind foot sometimes measuring 7 1-2 by 
5 inches in a large male; the length of 
the hind legs as compared with the fore 
legs, which gives the beast his awkward, 
shambling gait; the long claws of the 
forefoot, sometimes 7 inches in length, 
while those of the hind foot measure only 
3 or 4; the erect, bristling mane of stiff 
hair, often 6 inches long; the coarse hair 
of the body, sometimes 8 inches long, 
dark at the base, but with light tips. 

He has a dark stripe along the back, 
and one along each side, the hair on his 
body being, as a rule, a brownish yellow, 
the region around the ears dusky, the 
legs nearly black and the muzzle pale. 
Color, however, is not a distinctive mark, 
for female grizzlies have been killed in 
company with two cubs, of which one 
was brown, the other gray, or one dark, 
the other light; and the supposed species 
of “‘cinnamon”’ and ‘“‘brown"’ bears are 
merely color variations of Ursus horri-

THE 
| WILD GEESE IN DAKOTA. 


Grand Armies of Wild Rirds—A Sight to 
Delight a Sportema 


‘a Eyes. 


For the information ar perhaps, ben 


efit of sportsmen, T will gi a faint de 
scription of what we are daily witnessing 
of the grand armies of the strong winged 
birds whose name heads this letter, Of 
the variety known further south as wild 
reese, the ‘“honkers,'’ as they are called, 


from their peculiar ery when on the wing, 
re numbers A great many of 
and breed about the small lakes 


we see larg 
them nest 


in our neighborhood, and people often 
| take the eggs and hateh them under do- 
| mestic birds, either geese or hens Be- 
| sides these there are the brant, a smaller, 
| gray goose, and the beautiful snowy 
| geese, Of these last there suems to be no 


| limit to numbers. The air is almost con- 
| stantly filled with their notes, and one 
| can searcely look up at the sky— which is 
wonderfully wide from these highlands 
without seeing flocks of these magnifi- 
cent birds wheeling across itin one direc 
tion or another. No mathematics yet 
invented could enumerate the hosts that 
have far appeared. Instantaneous 
photography is the only method by which 
| any truthful representation can be given 
of their hosts. 

We rode out the other day to the lake 
(Wamnuska, sometimes called Stump 
lake), The day was one of the mellow, 
| golden, bracing, thoroughly enjoyable 

days that October sometimes brings even 
to poor dwellers amid the mists and 
damps of the east, but to us she is lavish 
of such treasures during her entire reign. 
| All the day and the days before—one can 
| not tell for how long—flocks of geese, in 
countless numbers, were sailing overhead 
in ranks and clusters of ranks, some dark 


£0 


and some snowy white, with black 
tipped wings. They are congregat- 
ing about our beautiful lake, proba- 
bly making preliminary arrangements 
for their southern flight. The whole 
blue vault, which showed no cloud, 


was lined in every direction by ranks of 
snowy birds. The afternoon sun shone 
full upon their brilliant plumage, tinging 
it a full golden color, than which no bird 
of paradise could be more dazzling, and 
| the vast numbers on wing of shining 
| gold hued hosts, made one of the finest 
sights that one can behold. I never be- 
fore saw anything to equal it. When we 
came in full view of the lake, where there 
are several miles of water in sight, there 
was another remarkable surprise for us. 
If the canopy above was full of flying 
birds, the surface of that long stretch of 
glistening water was a hundred times 
more so, Along the further shore and 
far out from land there were thousands 
of geese floating together that 
one saw no glimmer of water between 
them. 

Midway between the snores islanas o. 
sreese floated, but appeared, to observers 
on the high banks, like still, inanimate 
earth, covered with a fresh fall of snow, 
Sportsmen were crouching here and there 
behind clumps of bushes, and every now 
and then a rifle shot echoed along the 
woodland; but what were a few sports 
men among such multitudes of birds? 

My neighbor, the postmaster, brought 
in a half a dozen geese, the result of two 
or three odd half hours’ sport. Another 
neighbor took twelve the same day. One 
man shot fourteen within thirty minutes. 
The flesh of these birds is excellent, and 
in this climate can be kept u long time 
A party of sportsmen are here now from 
| Florida, and will spend a week or morc 
Two gentlemen from Boston spent a week 


so close 


here shooting, and bagged a large num 
ber of ducks and several geese, They 
left for home some weeks ago. Had 
they remained two weeks their sport 


would, perhaps, have been more satisfac- 
tory, as the larger birds are far more 
numerous at this time than a month 
earlier. As it was, however, these 
Boston men were so well pleased with 
their trip, and with the opportunities for 
good shooting, that they left their canoe 
here for next year’s use.—Harrisburg

Gray Matter of the Brain. 

| ‘Many jokes are made about the gray 
matter of the brain,’’ said Dr. Hammond, 
‘*but I will say right here that I have a 
| great respect for the gray matter of the 
| brain. There is no higher organism than 
that. It is the grandest organ in man, 
and were I ever to worship anything it 
would be a portion of the gray matter of 
the brain. It is well for us to know that 
the emotions cause more unhappiness and 
crime than any other function of the 
brain.

TRYING THE NERVES. 


| An Entomologist’* Feelings While a Ta- 
rantula Was Crawling Over His Face. 

Out on Dearborn avenue, near Lincoln 
park, lives a man whose hobby is bugs 
not live bugs with vicious teeth and viru 
lent fangs, but bugs impaled upon pieces 
lof cardboard and kept in glass cases, 
Herbert Edgerton, the possessor of the 
collection, was at home when the re 
porter called upon him the other day. 
He conducted the visitor to a cozy little 
den in the rear of the house, which was 
fitted up with a number of cabinets, the 
doors of which were appropriately let 
tered, “I’ve lota of specimens," said he, 
“but here is one that I value above all 
others, though it is not at all rare.”’ Mr. 
Edgerton took a piece of cardboard from 
the cabinet and placed it upon the table. 
Pinned to it was a large hairy spider 
which was easily recognized ag a taran- 
tula. “Iwas at Camp Grant, A. T., 
three stimmers ago,’’ continued the 
speaker, ‘‘visiling a cousin of mine who 
isin the army. One day, while we were 
out shooting, I lay down in the sand to 
get a few moments’ rest. We had rid- 
den a good many miles that day, and as 
I was ahead of the rest of the party I 
thought I would wait for them to come 
up. So I tethered my horse and was 
soon stretched at full length upon the 
sand, I fell into a sort of a doze and 
was awakened by a horrible feeling on 
my face. You know a man’s mind acts 
quickly under such circumstances, and 
it didn't take me an instant to realize 
that a tarantula was crawling over my 
face. If he stung me I knew I was a 
dead man, but if he simply crawled over 
my face and away into the sand I would 
suffer no ill results. My only recourse 
was to keep perfectly quiet and trust to 
luck, for as soon as I moved the chances 
were that the poison would penetrate 
|the skin and be coursing through my 
veins, 

‘I closed my eyes and stopped breath- 
ing, so fearful was I that the tarantula 
| would be disturbed. Each one of his feet 
felt like a red hot iron, and seemed to be 
burning a deep hole in my cheek. The 
tarantula didn't seem to be in the least 
hurry, as he remained nearly a minute 
upon my face, and I was on the point of 
brushing him off with my hand and tak- 
ing chances of being bitten, when he 
} crawled off. I Yay perfectly still for a 
moment, and when I got to my feet I was 
trembling so violently that I couldn't un- 
tether the horse. A big draught from a 
flask of brandy soon yulled me together, 
|}and I determined to get that tarantula 
| for my collection. I fastened a small two 
| tined fork to a ramrod which I used for 
| that purpose, and started after the bug. 
Iimpaled him without any trouble, and 
he now has the place of honor in my col- 
lection. I wouldn't pass another minute 
like that, though, for all the collections in 
the world. 

“Here, ’’continued Mr, Edgerton, point- 
ing to an insect nearly four inches in 
| length, ‘tis a rare specimen. It is an 
| elephant beetle—the largest of the Scara 
beus family. South Africa is the only 
place where it is found, and there are but 
few specimens in this country. This was 
sent to me by a friend of mine who is a 
great traveler and who has been in every 
inhabitable country in the world. Cen- 
tipedes are cominon enough, but this one 
here,’’ taking a cardboard from one of 
the cabinets, ‘‘wasa murderer. Several 
years ago I passed several days in a hotel 
in Albuquerque, N, M. Though it was 
nothing but a ‘dobe building, there were 
a number of prominent people there, 
among them being a family of rich Mex- 
icans by the name of Alvuarez. One of 
| the daughters of Alvuarez—a beautiful 
| girl about 18—awakened the nurse one 

night with a loud scream. How it hap- 
| pened no one knows, but in some way a 
| centipede had found its way into her bed 
and stung her. All the known 
tives were applied, but the poor girl did 
not recover. The centipede was found 
and killed, and I begged it for my collec 
tion. As you can it not very 
| good specimen, as it is badly mangled; 
but I prize it for its history. I've a gre: 

many more specimens,’’ concluded Mr. 
Edgerton, ‘‘but these are the only ones 
which have any particular story connect- 
ed with them,’’

Elias to Mount Wrangle, a little to the 
north. Several of these mountains have 
been newly measured, Mount Hood,

then ‘‘closely’’ at 16,000, was brought 
down by triangulation to 13,000; un 
aneroid barometer made it 12,000 and a 
mercurial barometer 11,255. Mount St. 
| Elias, estimated by D’Agelot to be 12,672 
feet, is triangulated by Mr. Baker to 19,- 
500. It now appears that Mount Wrangle, 
| lying to the north, rises 18,400 feet above 
| Copper river, which is in turn 2,000 feet 
| above the sea at that point. If this holds 
true, Mount Wrangle is at least 1,000 feet 
| higher than any other peak in North 
America, It lies within the United States

The Meaning of ‘America 

The meaning of the name Amerigo has 
often been discussed, the only thing cer- 
tain being that it is one of those names of 
Teutonic origin, like Ilumberto, Alfonso, 
or Garibaldi, so common in 
which testify to the Gothic 
or Lombard conquest. Americ, which 
occurs as early as 744 A. D., is probably 
a contracted form of the name Amalaric, 
borne by a king of the Visigoths, who 
died in 531. A Bis Dae ) Emrich was present 
at the Council of Salisbury in 807, and 
an Americus Balistarius is mentioned in 
the Close Rolls (Thirteenth century). It 
has been conjectured that the stem is im, 
from which we get the name of Emma. 
The meaning of this is not known with 
certainty, though Ferguson thinks it nay 
denote ‘‘strife’’ or ‘‘noise.’’ Since, how- 
ever, the name is probably of Gothic 
origin, and since the Amalungs were tho 
royal race of the Ostragoths, it is more 
likely that the stem is amal-, which was 
formerly thought to mean ‘without 
spot,’’ but is now more plausibly con- 
nected with the old Norse aml, ‘labor,’ 
‘“~work.’’ The suffix ric, cognate with 
reich and rick, means ‘rich’’ or 
‘*powerful,’’ and therefore the most prob- 
able signification of Amerigo is ‘strong

Description of the “Wire Writer” 
One of the most beautiful of 
inventions —it remains to be seen whether 
it is as useful ns it is beautifnul__is the in 
strument devised by Mr. John It on 
for the transmission of writing by ele 
tricity. Out of the top of a box, whic! 
is about the size of an lir i 
box, protrudes what has the appe 
of a stylographic pen. This, however, is 
not a pen, but the handle of the “trans 
mitter,’’ and its lower end is fixed to a 
| light brass perpendicular bar Any mo 
tion given by the hand-—-you hold it just 
| like a pen—to the handle of the tran 
mitter is communicated by this bar to 
| two series of carbon disks contained 
within the box, and, after various ad 
ventures among majmnets, etc., is carried 
| again to the top of the box, where it is 
| reproduced exactly by a small ink hold 
jing pen, whose point rests on a white 
paper tape. A clockwork apparatus pulls 
| this tape along at a gentle pace, and after 
a little pract you find that it is quite 
easy to move the handle of the tt 
ter so that the pen shall write 
j the moving tape. Now, whatever 
written on the tape before you is written 
simultaneously mile off, or it m be 
fifty miles off, on a similar tape by a sim 
ilar instrument at the other end of the 
wire. The instrument is very compact 
and apparently efficient, and quite 
silent. A name will be wanted for this 
jmachine, Perhaps the ‘‘wire writer’
